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Factory Workers, Workers from the city as well as those reervited from 
the rural areas are now required to live in the Domocratic Republic of 
Vietnam (DRY) factories ani worksh-ps where they ere emplcyed. Their 
fariilies tive in nearby villages. The IRV shop workers live completely 
unter Comrunist control and in some eascs their families rust live in a 
“erchibited area” within workshop limits. Fvery industry is controlled 
bv & branct of the Communist Party of Indochina (PCOT}. A POI worker is 
entitled to every assistance whereas a non-party worker receives ecnstant 
surveillance end little assistance. 


Tre Military Medical Service (10%) provides drugs for factory workers, 
but, in malaria eases only one quinine tablet dissolved in woter must be . 
divided anong several worters. A worker's family cannot receive MES 
trentment sinee they are theoretically entitled to Civivisn Medical 
Services treatment, an agency which exists in name only. 


A vorker's monthly salary plus family allowance is just enough to cover 
hie personal expenses; hence the rest of his fanily must engage in some 
work in order to eaxn subsistence, 


Civil Servants, Salaries received by DRV officials are not sufficient 
for their family's suport in srite of additional allowances. They 
must secure their own housine but receive certain assistance from the 
loon] Atministrative ani Resistance Committees . 


Tf en official is a rember of the Communist Party of Indochina he 
receives considerable supvort from the authorities, but no additional 
galery. A non-PCI member con oceupy a high position if comretant, but 
he is under constant surveillance. All, except for certain wealthy 
high officials, have a very low morale. 


Trede. The DRV no longer enforces an economic ombargo on goods imported 

from French -controlled zones, and in orinciple people can trade frecly. 

DRY trade ani supnly orranizations have destroved private competition, 
hovever, by buring goods in the French-controlled zone for resale nt low 
vrices, As a result there is no vrivate treline and the majority of neremnts 
Lisw by doing transport work for tre MRV-controlled organizations. 
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Army Finances and Food, The rice rotion for each soldier tg 35 ‘iloprans 
a month. Beeause of tts sale or trade velue to civilians, rice is more 
important than 3 selrry to the scldier, If « soldier is sent to another 
wit on detached duty he must contribute bis rice te a collective meal. 
In such cages an averag: ration would be feur howls of ries for a two day 
tour of duty. 


Burorenn soldiers, rererdless of ren’, receive a S0C He Crt Mah niaster 
bonus for fsod, im addition to 35 kilograms of rice. The nejority us 
this benrs to buy cie-vettes and luxury items anil as a resnit are no 
hetter clothed or fed chan the Vietnamese soldiers.
